A.N.A.  CLUB  BULLETIN 
SHOWS  N.O.W.  PINS 


The  April  issue  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  club  bulletin  pictures  and  tells 
the  story  of  how  N.O.W.  successfully  solicited 
$250.00  for  the  A.N.A.  headquarters'  drive. 

The  solicitations  were  made  in  1966  and  19&7 
and  turned  out  to  be  quite  a conversation  item 
at  a number  of  local  one-day  shows  during  these 
years . The  two  drives  illustrated  just  how 
much  pride  in  our  hobby  the  local  collector 
has,  whether  or  not  he  agrees  with  the  policies 
of  the  national  organization. 
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MILITAKY  PAYMENT  CERTIFICATES 


Collecting  MPC 1 s is  much  more  of  a challenge 
than  many  other  United  States  paper  money 
series,  "because  factors  tend  to  make  them 
much  scarcer.  For  instance,  though  the 
total  printing  may  be  knovn,  the  number  lost 
or  unredeemed  is  not  known.  As  ejected, 
the  higgler  denominations  are  the  scarcest  to 
locate,  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  most 
service  men  could  not  afford  to  hold  them  as 
souvenirs.  Also,  lesser  numbers  of  them 
were  printed. 

The  military  payment  certificate  system,  as 
a whole,  has  proven  very  satisfactory  over 
the  20  years-plus  it  has  been  used.  The 
notes  have  had  a big  effect  on  black  market 
operations  and  counterfeiting,  tending  to 
thwart  illicite  money  changing. 

To  the  present,  there  have  been  nine  differ- 
ent series  issued  to  control  counterfeiting 
and  black  market  operations.  Although  a 
deadline  is  set  before  changing  to  a new 
series,  no  advance  notice  i6  given.  It  Is 
treated  as  top  secret.  In  fact,  when  the 
deadline  is  at  hand,  all  military  personnel 
are  restricted  to  their  bases,  so  that  word 
of  the  changeover  cannot  leak  out  to  unau- 
thorized holders  of  the  old  series,  giving 
them  time  to  cash  in  their  holdings. 

After  the  deadline  has  passed,  the  outgoing 
notes  are  not  accepted  as  legal  tender,  nor 
are  they  redeemable  for  other  notes,  except 
in  certain  exceptional  circumstances.  All 
of  the  outgoing  stock  is  accumulated  and 
burned  under  supervision  of  the  chief  of 
finance. 

Until  shortly  after  World  War  II,  military 
personnel  overseas  were  paid  in  foreign  cur- 
rencies and  permitted  to  convert  such 
currencies  back  into  U.S.  dollars  through 
the  facilities  of  military  disbursing  offi- 
cers. As  a result,  personnel  converted  into 
U.S.  dollars  considerable  sums  of  foreign 
currenci*1  which  had  not  been  paid  to  them 
originally.  The  military  thus  accumulated 
foreign  currencies  in  excess  of  amounts  paid 
out.
